Finney, Ft. Cobb, OkJa.. 
colt lemon, expressed the 
association's opposition in 
testimony before the House 
Agriculture Subcommittee 
on Livestock and Grain. 

The testimony was on the 
proposed Special Grazing 
and Hay Program for Wheat 
Acreage—introduced in the 
House by Congressman 
Keith Sobelius, (R-Kan.), 
and in the Senate by Senator 
Henrv BcJImon, (R-Okla.). 


The bill would authorize 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
to pay wheat farmers ¥1 per 
bushel on their average 
wheat yields if they let 
livestock graze out or pro¬ 
duce groen chop forage or 
hay from up to 40% of thoir 
allotted wheat acreage. 
Sponsors have said the 
legislation is designed to 
help both wheal and cattle 
producers at a time of lower 
wheat prices and more 
limited grazing and hay 
supplies because of drouth. 

"On the surface." said 
Finney, "HR-3367 has 
appeal because it would the¬ 
oretically aid the drouth- 
stricken wheat farmer while 
nt the same time providing 
grazing for cattle which 


might otherwise have to be 
sold because of lack of for¬ 
age. In practice, however, 
the program would present 
many problems. 

"For the pnslthree years, 
the cattle industry has ex¬ 
perienced the worst finan¬ 
cial losses in its history, 
largely because of a cyclical 
over-supply of cattle along 
with inflated costs. At this 
point, what we don't need is 
any incentive to increase 
beef production—that is, to 
encourage wheat farmers 
who have not been in the 
cattle business to buy cattle 
in order to take advantage of 
the government subsidy.

If some cattle 
buyers receive a govern¬ 
ment subsidy, they can 
afford to pay more for 
Stocker cattle, artificnlly 
pushing up prices in the 
market place. When the 
farmer or rancher who does 
not have wheat operations 
tries to buy cattle, he must 
pay the artificially inflated 
price also,"

CFB urges water conservation 
measures for farmers, ranchers 





The Wyoming Junior 
Hereford Assn, has an¬

Final U.S. meat import 
levels announced for 77 


The U.S. Departments of 
State and Agriculture have 
reported that supplying 
countries all now have 
formalized meat import 
agreements with the U.S. 
The agreements would keep 
those U.S. imports of meat, 
subject to the Meat Import 
Law, below the 1977 trigger 
level of 1.2819 billion lb. 
This import level is the 
equivalent of about 7% of 
U.S. domestic production 
per year. 


Canada, which did not 
participate formally in 
earlier U.S. meat import 
programs, is taking part this 
year under a separate ar¬ 
rangement covering the 
beef trade between the two 
countries. 

Imports of beef processed 
in foreign trade zonea, 
territories or possessions 
during 1977, will be counted 
against individual coun¬ 
tries’ limitations, USDA 
said.

Senators work to limit corporate holdings 


Feeling that non-agricul- 
tural corporations are for¬ 
cing families out of farm¬ 
ing and ranching, a dozen 
U.S. Senators are teaming 
up on legislation to elimin¬ 
ate this growing "corporate 
domination” of U.S. food 
production. 

The Family Farm Anti- 
Trust Act, as reintroduced 
by Senator James Abourezk 
(D-S.D.) would require cor¬ 
porations holding more than 
$3 million in nonfarm assets 
to sell the agricultural pro¬ 
duction units within, five 
years. The. bill is S826. .., 
"Corporations are. in¬ 
creasing their economic 
control over: agriculture 
through contract ; fanning, ” 


tralizes the production and 
marketing of the nation's 
food into fewer and fewer 
hands, and gives them 
move power to determine 
market prices.” 

The co-sponsors claim 
fanners and ranchers find 
themselves powerless 
against the domination of 
large corporations, and are 
being fpreed to sell at 
alarming rates.

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Brangus breeders learn how to make a profit-every year 


By JODI DiLORENZO 

How many ranchers do 
you know can say they have 
made a profit from the cattle 
business every year since 
1047? Sounds impossible? 
Brangus breeders were told 
this amazing yet true story 
in the opening session of 
their 28th annual conven¬ 
tion. 

Meeting in Houston, 
Texas, in conjunction with 
the Houston Livestock 
Show, about 200 members 
and guests of the Inter¬ 
national Brangus Breeders 
Assn, heard what turned 
out to be a very useful and 
informative, no-nonsense 
program. 

Curtis Avery, Pine Moun¬ 
tain, Ga., was the man who 
admitted to making a profit 
every year for the past 30 
years, in spite of claims that 
cattlemen have only made a 
profit in two of those 
years—1952 and 1973. 

Avery started in the dairy 
business in 1947. He never 
kept more than 120 cows at a 
time. When the herd went 
over 120, he culled the 
bottom surplus. He said it 
was most difficult, "those 
cows never stayed milked. ’ ’ 

In 1966 he realized he 
wasn't utilizing all of his 
land and he was buying too 
much grain. He began 
looking for an even more 
profitable way of using his 
land. He sold the cows and 
bought Holstein steers. He 
said they gained 2.8 lb. per 
day without grain and 
jokingly added they were 
much easier to care for since 
they had no mastitiB or 
breeding problems. From 
this, he converted his whole 
operation to a stocker 
yearling one. 

Avery told the audience 


what he believed were the 
major steps to profit: 
1) Find the right kind of 
cattle for your area. He 
stressed that this doesn’t 
necessarily mean the breed 
of cattle. The cattle should 
fit the economic pattern of 
the industry at that parti¬ 
cular time. 2) Utilization of 
corn silage. Avery believes 
corn silage is the most 
under - used, under - rated 
tool a rancher has. 3) Utili¬ 
zation of cool season, winter 
grazing. 

As an example, Avery 
cited his 1976 herd. He 
basically uses Wye Plan¬ 
tation females as the foun¬ 
dation of his Brangus herd. 
He strongly believes cross¬ 
bred cattle give a 40 lb. ad¬ 
vantage over purebred 
cattle. All the purebred 
Angus females are bred to 
3/4 Brahman bulls. The 
cattle are given no grain, 
only com 9ilage in addition 
to the grazing of clover. He 
sorts the cattle by color, 
believing that every time 
cattle are sorted someone 
makes a profit. In 1976, he 
had 2100 head of cattle and 
they gained 2.02 lb. per day 
without grain. They were 
marketed aa forage fed 
beef, they graded good and 
they made him a profit. 1 'Its 
a realistic approach to 
ranching." 

Also on the program was 
Dick Whaley, manager of 
Wye Plantation, Queens¬ 
town, Md. He's a firm 
believer in performance 
testing and detailed rec¬ 
ords. Wye has 28 years of 
detailed records and Whal¬ 
ey believes production has 
improved with use of those 
records, he says, "There's 
not enough margin in this 
business to support lux¬ 
ury."

Total membership stands at 
2484. 

Mark Connolly of the 
Picosa Ranch, Floreaville, 
Texas, reported on youth 
activities. He said breeder 
support is needed and 
money received will be used 
to increase premiums for 
the juniors. The Connolly 
family, father John (former 
governor of Texas), Mark 
and his brothers, kicked off 
the donations with a $2500 
gift.
